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Application 
to drill 
controversial 
gas well near 
Mason Tract 
withdrawn

After nearly a decade of public protests 
and legal battles, a Traverse City-based oil 
and gas exploration company has waved the 
white flag and dropped plans to drill a well 
near the pristine Mason Tract on the South 
Branch of the AuSable River. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture’s 
Forest Service (FS) and the US. 
Department of Interior’s Bureau of Land 
Management (BLM) terminated the envi- 
ronmental evaluation for an Application for 
Permit to Drill (APD) a natural gas well in 
southeast Crawford County, near the South 
Branch of the AuSable River. 

Savoy Energy L.P., of Traverse City sent 
a letter on Sept. 6, to the BLM indicating 
that the company is no ionger interested in 
pursuing the APD. 

Ken Aborgast, spokesman for the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests, said the letter 
from the oil and gas firm only contained 
one sentence saying it had withdrawn its 
application. 

“They did not provide us with any of the 
reasoning behind their decision,” Aborgast 
said. “They don’t have to. It’s a business 
decision.” 

The Mason Tract is a 4,700-acre wilder- 
ness area which was established in the 
1950s by a gift from auto executive and nat- 
uralist George Mason to the State of 
Michigan conditioned on a promise by the 
State that the land remain undeveloped and 


See APPLICATION | Pg.

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GRAYLING CHARTER TOWNSHIP BOARD 
AMENDS ORDINANCE TO ADDRESS FIREWORKS

The Grayling Charter Township 
Board took a step to give a blast to 
an ordinance adopted in the past to 
fizzle out fireworks placing a poten- 
tial threat to health, safety and wel- 
fare of residents. 

The Grayling Charter Township 
Board approved an amendment to 
its noise and public nuisance ordi- 
nance to address the use of fire- 
works in the township. 

Grayling Charter Township has 
had a noise ordinance on the books 
of local enforcement codes since 
1967. 

Last week, township officials 
approved an amendment to address 
the Michigan Fireworks Safety Act. 


The state law legalized the sale of 
consumer grade fireworks in 
Michigan for the first time since the 
1930s. The law allows the sale of 
Roman candies, bottle rockets and 
other items that leave the ground. 

The state law says a municipality 
cannot enforce an existing ordi- 
nance the day before, the day of and 
the day after a national holiday. 

There are 10 nationally recog- 
nized holidays. To address the con- 
flict between the state and township 
ordinance, the amendment will 
address the remainder of the year 
excluding the 30 days allowed for 
fireworks by the state act. 

Grayling Charter Township 
Trustee Dennis Long said the town- 
ship needed to forge ahead with the 


amendment before a major wildfire, 
property fire or injury occurred due 
to the use of fireworks. 

“We are greatly endangered after 
the state unleashed the use of fire- 
works at any time,” Long said. “We 
need to react before we have a major 
problem.” 

The ordinance carries a $100 fine 
or 30 days in jail, but leaves the 
penalties up to the discretion of 
court officials. 

Under the Michigan Fireworks 
Safety Act, a six percent fireworks 
safety fee is collected in addition to 
the six percent sales tax collected by 
the retailer on the retail sale of both 
consumer grade and low-impact 
fireworks. The fees are used to fund 
the operations of the Bureau of Fire 


Services and firefighter training. 

Despite the taxes collected, town- 
ship resident Barb Shepherd said the 
prevalence in the use of fireworks 
has placed a burden on firefighters, 
law enforcement and other emer- 
gency officials. 

Shepherd believes that only those 
trained to plan and set off fireworks 
for holidays and special events 
should only be allowed to use com- 
mercial grade fireworks. 

Shepherd said her family has 
long-term financial commitments to 
property in the township, preventing 
a move to an area where wildfires 
are not such a danger. 

“It’s very scary and we just can’t 
pick up and move,” she said.

Couple injured after I-75 crash

A Grayling couple was injured in an 
accident on J-75 after the driver lost 
control on rain slick roads and struck a 
tree. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield said Deputies responded to 
an injury accident on southbound I-75 
near the Crawford County-Otsego 
County line at 12:50 p.m. on Tuesday, 


Sept. 18. 

At the time of the accident it was 
raining and the roadway was wet. It is 
believed that the vehicle hydroplaned, 
causing it to leave the roadway, 
Wakefield said. 

The driver, Foster Burke and his 
wife, Beverly, of Grayling, suffered 
serious injuries as a result of their 
vehicle leaving the roadway and strik- 
ing a tree broadside. They were trans- 


ported to Mercy Hospital Grayling by 
Frederic EMS. 

The Frederic Township Fire and 
EMS used the Jaws of Life to extricate 
the couple from the vehicle. 

Beverly was later transported via 
helicopter to a Grand Rapids hospital 
for life threatening injuries. The acci- 
dent remains under investigation.

The Crawford County 
Historical Society held its 
fifth annual cemetery 
walk/tour earlier this month, 
highlighting the service and 
accomplishments of Civil 
War veterans and their 
spouses. 

The cemetery walk/tour 
focused on the seven people 
laid to rest in the Oakwood 
Cemetery in Frederic. 

“Let us never lose sight of 
the great sacrifices of all 
who have fought and served 
for the United States of 
America in the military so 
we can remain free,” said 
Ginger Lyons, the president 
of the Crawford County 
Historical Society. “Some 
people don’t understand that 
there is nothing gloomy or 


morbid about cemetery 
walks/tours. They are 


upbeat evenings where visi- 
tors can learn about and 
honor those who have come 
before us and their accom- 
plishments.” 

Wellington Batterson was 
portrayed at the cemetery 
walk by Marshall C. Roe Jr. 

Batterson was born on 
Dec. 3, 1844 in Chemung 
County, NY and was one of 
seven children of Abigail 
and Joseph Batterson. He 
enlisted as a Private in 
Company I, New York 
Calvary Regiment in 1862 
at the age of 18. During his 
service, he was promoted to 
Full Corporal, then Sergeant 
and was mustered out in 
1865. He participated in 
several battles in Virginia. 
Batterson married Marion 
Reed after the war, they had 
four children and lived in 
Jackson. In the late 1800s, 
Batterson married his sec- 
ond wife, Nancy Flagg, they 
had three children and lived 
in Frederic. Batterson’s 
occupation was farming, but 
he is best remembered for 
being a Crawford County 
Probate Judge for several 
years, for his love of north- 
ern Michigan and family. 

Nancy Flagg Batterson 
was portrayed by Gail M. 
Roe. 

Flagg was born on Nov. 9, 
1862 in New York to Nancy 
and Elijah Flagg. The fami- 
ly lived in Canada for 
awhile, then came _ to 
Michigan. Flagg worked in 
the Detroit area as a 
maid/nanny, and eventually 
came north, as did most of 
her family. Flagg married 
Batterson after the death of 
his first wife and three chil- 
dren. She supported him in 
his farming and judgeship. 
The couple had much sor- 
row after the death of two of 
their children, After Judge 
Batterson died in 1923, 
Nancy moved to West 
Bloomfield to live with her 
daughter Ruby. She died at 
the age of 93 and is buried 
next of Judge Batterson in 
the Oakwood Cemetery. 

David Hudson Short was 
portrayed by John Binkley. 

Short was born in Painted 
Post, Steuben County, NY 
on July 19, 1839. On July 
11, 1861, Short enlisted as a 
Private in Company C, 4Ist

They lived in Oregon and 
then moved back to 
Michigan. Short died near 
the age of 90 in Frederic. 

Maude Millard Short was 
portrayed by Susan 
Horsfall. 

Maude Millard was born 
between 1884 and 1886 to 
Cora and William Millard in 
Allegan. She married David 
Hudson Short, who would 
have been 61, when she was 
14-15 years of age in 
October 1900. They had 
four children at the time 
they lived in Oregon, where 
they farmed. After returning 
to Michigan, they had three 
more children. A son died in 
1928, shortly before David 
passed away and the family 
also Jost a grandson that 
same year. Maude died in 
1966 in West Branch, and 
was buried next to David in 
the Oakwood Cemetery. 

Jane Griner Wallace was 
portrayed by Sue Giessel, 

Jane was born in 1836 in 
Massachusetts. Her father 
was Harry Skinner, but her 
mother was unknown to her. 
She married a man named 
Griner, but no marriage 
record has been found 
through historical research. 
Jane became a_ volunteer 
nurse as about 2,000 women 
left their homes to serve 
during the Civil War. They 
worked in military hospi- 
tals, cleaning wounds and 
performing minor surgeries. 


remain cheerful while hear- 
ing the painful cries of the 
wounded and assisting in 
amputations. The work was 
emotionally draining and 
dangerous because of the 


exposure to disease and: 


germs. The nurses reccived 
little praise at the end of the 
war, but their contributions 
led to the start of the nursing 
profession and women’s 
right. Jane married John W, 
Wallace on July 1, 1864. His 
leg had been broken by a 
shel] wound during the war, 
so it is believed they met 
while John was hospital- 
ized, Jane nursed him back 
to health as their courtship 
began. The couple moved in 
with John’s family in 
Washtenaw County in 1860 
and farmed. They had one 
son at the time. By 1880, the 
family moved to Maple 
Forest in Crawford County 
and had another son. John 
continued farming and Jane 
was a housewife. By 1900, 
the Waljaces were living in 
Frederic. John died in 1908, 
and Jane died from breast 
cancer in 1914 at the age of 
78. She is buried next to 
John in’ the Oakwood 
Cemetery. 

John Wesley Wallace was 
portrayed by Jim Giesscl. 

Wallace was born in 1844 
in New York to Lucy and 
John Wallace, By 1860, the 
family had moved — to 
Washtenaw County, where

In the 
last year we have lost two 
Crawford Counly citizens to 
accidental overdoses. 

We may not see drug 
dealers on our street cor- 
ners, but that doesn’t mean 
the problem doesn’t exist. 
Young people are accessing 
these drugs in the comfort 
of their home; it can be as 
easy as opening a cupboard, 
drawer, medicine cabinet or 
visiting a friend with easy 
access to medications. Are 
you willing to take action to 
prevent the use and misuse 
of prescriptions? To 
rephrase Edmund Burke: 
All that is necessary for the

dealer is that good men do 
nothing.

Anyone observing hunt- 
ing or gunshot vandalism 
on utility land is asked to 
contact their local law 
enforcement agency or 
Consumers Energy’s corpo-

information leading to the 
arrest and arraignment of 
those who damage compa- 
ny equipment or property. 


Special hunting provi- 
sions apply to Consumers 
Energy owned lands bor- 
dering its AuSable, 
Manistee and Muskegon 
river hydroelectric plant 
reservoirs, where hunting is 
permitted.

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End-of-summer crackdown 
nets 283 drunk drivers 


The days of summer may 
be over, but some Michigan 
motorists are just beginning 
to deal with the fallout of 
drunk driving arrests made 
during the recent Drive 
Sober or Get Pulled Over 
statewide crackdown. 

Between Aug. 16 and 
Sept. 3, officers conducted 
10,855 traffic stops result- 
ing in 283 arrests for drunk 
driving. This includes 52 
drivers arrested for a blood 
alcohol content (BAC) of 
17 or higher under 
Michigan’s High BAC Law, 

“Despite an extensive 
advertising campaign, 
media coverage = and 
increased police presence, 
nearly 300 people made the 
poor decision to drive 
drunk,” said Michael L. 
Prince, Office of Highway 
Safety Planning (OHSP) 
director. “Those individuals 
discovered Michigan law 
enforcement are experts at 
catching drunk drivers and 
are now dealing with the 
consequences.” — 

This year’s crackdown 
also included seat belt

enforcement during which 
officers issued 3,246 seat 
belt and child restraint cita- 
tions, 

In addition, officers made 
65 drug-related arrests, 133 
other alcohol-related 
arrests, issued 702 speeding 
citations and cited 590 
uninsured motorists. 

The crackdown was coor- 
dinated by OHSP and paid 
for with federal traffic safe- 
ty dollars. Nearly 160 state, 
county and focal law 
enforcement agencies in 26 
counties participated in the 
extra patrols. 

Preliminary results from 
the Michigan State Police, 
Criminal Justice 
Information Center show 
there were nine traffic fatal- 
ities over the Labor Day 
holiday weekend. Two of 
the deaths involved alcohol 
and a seat belt was not used 
by three of the people who 
died, This is a decrease in 
fatalities from the 201} 
Labor Day holiday week- 
end when 12 people died in 
traffic crashes; four of those 
fatalities involved alcohol.

Up North luring tourists with dogs, bikes, skis

LANSING ~ The wind is 
cooler, leaves are changing 
color and winter is around 
the corner but Northern 
Michigan experts say they 
can lure tourists this fall 
and winter. 

Pure Michigan revealed 
its new fall advertising 
campaign, Michelle 
Begnoche, communica- 
tions specialist said 

“Michigan really is a 
four-season state,” 
Begnoche said. “Residents 
from across the country 
will travel to see our fall 
color displays in Northern 
Michigan, along with the 
great cider mills that we 
have to offer.” 

The program’s advertis- 
ing budget is around $2.6 
million and includes almost 
$400,000 in private fund- 
ing 

“We are working really 
hard to get people to travel 
here,” she said. “Most of 
our advertising is within 
driveable distances, so it 
shows that it can be a 
weekend trip. 


Campaigns are running 
in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Wisconsin and Michigan. 

Meanwhile, Denise 
Gurnack, marketing man- 
ager for the Marquette 
County Convention and 
Visitors Bureau, is pursu- 
ing her winter plans. 

“We are beginning to 
work on our UP 200,” 
Gurnack said, “This is the 
12-dog, 200 mile Iditarod- 
qualifier race that runs 
from downtown Marquette 
out to Grand Marais and 
back.” 

Between 500 and 600 
tourists are expected to 
visit the area from Feb, 14- 
18 to cheer on the mushers 
and dogs, Gurnack said. 

“People line up and 
down the entire race course 
to show their support,” she 
said.

have snow they will come,” 
she said. “Last year with 
the lack of snow and higher 
temperatures, we were able 
to re-route the race and 
have the same success.” 

In the state overall, 
Begnoche said the warm 
temperatures last winter 
didn’t affect the travel and 
leisure spending very much 

“Travel and __ leisure 
spending in 2010 was $4 
billion and then in 2011 it 
was $3.9 billion,” she said. 
“That is a small change and 
wasn’t very noticeable in 
the figures.” 

Mike Norton, Traverse 
City Convention and 
Visitors Bureau media rela- 
tions specialist, said with 
the capabilities of snow 
machines and contingency 
plans, Traverse City will be 
fine even if this winter is 
warm. 

“We always in the back 
of our mind prepare for the 
worst,” he said. ‘As long as 
it is cold enough that we 
can create snow and use 
that on the sledding hills 
and skiing slopes, we 
should be OK.” 


Norton said the winter 
season will kick-off with 
Bell’s Beer Iceman Cometh 
mountain bicycle race on 
Nov. 3.

“Racers 
start in Kalkaska and race 
into Traverse City. There 
are some hard-core bikers 
at the event and you never 
know what you are going to 
get.”

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Low-income families need 
tax cuts too, advocates say

LANSING - As the fed- 
eral government debates 
whether to extend Bush-era 
tax cuts for the 
wealthy,some experts say 
tax cuts should be available 
even to low-income people. 

Judy Putnam, press offi- 
cer of the Michigan League 
of Human Services, says 
it’s commonly accepted by 
the federal government that 
low-income people do not 
pay taxes, 

“This is simply not true. 
Everybody is contributing 
their fair share,” she said. 

The organization’s new 
report, “Got Skin in the 
Game?” argues that low- 
income households in need 
of government assistance 
do, in fact, pay taxes. 

“The purpose of this 
report is to show that those 
who don't pay income 
taxes still pay sales taxes, 
and anyone who works is 
subject to payroll taxes, 
which makes them equally 
eligible for tax cuts,” 
Putnam said. 

According to the report, 
in 2011 Michigan’s income 
tax provided up to 20 per- 
cent of total stale tax rev- 
enue, while consumption 
taxes such as sales, use and 
excise accounted for up to 
3 percent. 

Drawing further on the 
research, the report said 
that Michigan households 
earning $15,000 or less 
spent nearly 9 percent of 
their income on taxes, 
about the same proportion 
as higher wage earners 
with an income of more 
than $86,000 annually. 


However, the larger share 
of taxes paid by low- 
income households goes 
towards sales taxes for 
basic needs. 

Jim Crisp, director of the 
Michigan Community 
Action Agency Association 
in Okemos, said that a few 
hundred dollars in income 
tax might not be much for 
moderate-income familics 
but for low-income people 
it’s an entire month’s earn- 
ings. 

“It might not scem big 
even to us middle class 
people, but for many poor 
households every dollar 
means more food, medica- 
tion and gas,” Crisp said 

The association works in 
all 83 counties with people 
who are low-income, have 
special needs or are elderly 
to improve their financial 


- situations and help them 


file tax returns. 

“I think people in the 
federal government need to 
understand that — low- 
income households actual- 
ly do pay taxes and should 
be given every single 
opportunity to improve 
their financial situations,” 
Crisp said. 

Nicole Appleberry, a pro- 
fessor at the University of 
Michigan Law School, also 
criticized the misconcep- 
tion of the poor not paying 
taxes 

“It is completely wrong 
to say they don’! pay any- 
thing. A single person mak- 
ing $400-$600 a month or 
receiving unemployment 
benefits does pay taxes,” 
she said. 

Unemployment benefits 
in Michigan are taxable 


and range from 0.06 up to 
10.3 percent on the first 
$9,000 on each employees’ 
wages, according to 
Department of Licensing 
and Regulatory Affairs. 

In late 2011, Michigan 
was ranked as having the 
4th highest unemployment 
rate nationally, with the 
most vulnerable counties 
including Lapeer, 
Cheboygan, Wayne, 
Gladwin, Baraga, Kent and 
Manistee. 

In addition, Appleberry 
said that during her clinical 
practice, she has met many 
low- income families who 
can barely make ends meet. 
A large portion of their 
monthly income is directly 
collected by the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

“We had a client who 
makes $750 in Social 
Security Disability Income 
and has terminal liver can- 
cer. 

Every month the IRS 
takes about 15 percent of 
his income,” she said. 

‘This is @ serious issue. 
We really have clients who 
have been in this, situation. 
Some manage to improve 
their life while continually 
facing _ Challenges,” 
Appleberry said. 

While there is a general 
assumption that most 
poverty is chronic, in actu- 
ality, those who don’t pay 
income taxes one year do 
pay taxes in subsequent 
years, the League’s report 
indicates. 

According to a study by 
the U.S Census Bureau, 75 
percent of households 
moved out of the poverty 
level in a year or Jess and 


only 5 percent remain in 
poverty for multiple years 
at 4 time. | 

Sheldon Danziger, a pro- 
fessor of public policy at 
the U of M, said the state 
needs to increase its earned 
income tax credit. 

Danziger said the earned 
income tax credit benefits 
people with low and mod- 
erate wages by reducing 
the amount they owe and 
increasing their tax refund. 

“Tt is not an issue of eco- 
nomic growth but it is an 
issue of fairness and the 
ability of people to provide 
for their families, pay their 
rent and afford to meet 
basic needs,” Danziger 
said.

Infantry Regiment. The reg- 
iment was organized to 
serve for three months. At 
the end of that time, it was 
reorganized and set out for 
Virginia, where it took part 
in the Peninsular Campaign 
of 1862 under General 
George B. McClellan.. The 
regiment fought many bat- 
tles‘and along the way John 
was wounded, Wallace was 
transferred to the Veterans 
Reserve Corps for partially 
disabled or infirmed sol- 
diers to perform light duty 
to complete their enlistment 
terms. Wallace married Jane 
Griner in 1864 in 
Washington, D.C. The cou- 
ple returned to Michigan, 
lived with Wallace’s family 
and helped with farming.

Camp Dennison in June 
1861 to serve three years. 
The Fourth Regiment took 
part in many battles in West 
Virginia, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
They fought at Gettysburg 
on July 1-3, 1863. Musgrave 
was transferred into 
Company B, 14th Regiment 
of the Veterans Reserve 
Corps, which was for par- 
tially disabled soldiers, on 
July 1, 1863. It was unclear 
if Musgrave was wounded 
at Gettysburg. Musgrave 


reenlisted as a Private on 
March 28, 1865 in 
Company E, Ohio 197th 
Infantry Regiment. He was 
promoted to Full Corporal 
on May 1, 1865 and mus- 
tered out on July 31, 1865 at 
Camp Bradford, Baltimore. 
After the war, Musgrave 
returned to Ohio to farm. 
The 1870 Census shows he 
was living in Kenton and 
married to a wife named 
Mary. On Feb. 16, 1875 he 
was married for a second 
time to Mary M. Teeples in 


Indiana. By 1880, Musgrave 
and his family moved to 
Mecosta County, where he 
farmed until 1910. 
Musgrave moved to Luce 
County in the Upper 
Peninsula to live with his 
son, Oscar, and his family. 
He passed away on March 
29, 1915 in Frederic and 
was buried in the Oakwood 
Cemetery. He was 75 and 
the cause of his death was 
reported as senility. It is 
unclear how or why he died 
in Frederic.

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Application to drill controversial 
gas well near Mason Tract withdrawn

never sold." The South 
Branch of the AuSable 
flows through the tract. As 
tribute to George Mason, a 
chapel was constructed as a 
sanctuary for fisherman, 
hikers, bicyclists, skiers and 
canoeists overlooking the 
South Branch. 

In 2002, the BLM with 
the consent of the FS began 
leasing 9,500 acres within 
the Huron-Manistee 
National Forests of subsur- 
face federal gas and oil 
resources. A portion of the 
acreage parallels the Mason 
Tract. Savoy obtained three 
federal and ‘three state sub- 
surface mineral leases with 
the Huron-Manistee 
National Forests totaling 
640 acres. 

In May 2003, Savoy filed 
its application with the 
BLM to drill a directional 
gas well for one of its lease 
holdings. Directional 
drilling is starting a hole on 
the surface and drilling to a 
location not directly below 
the top hole, where the gas 
or oil may be located. The 
plan called for a top hole in 
close proximity to the 
Mason Chapel! and the 
South Branch targeting nat- 
ural gas beneath the Mason 
Tract. 

The proposal also called 
for the clearing and grading 
of a five acre well pad, 
installation of a brine pit 
and pump equipment, 
installation of a production

facility approximately 1.5 
miles from the top hole, the 
creation of new roads and 
widening and improving of 
existing roads as well as a 
pipeline to be installed 
along the roads. All of this 
activity would shave 
occurred within a designat- 
ed “semi-primitive, non- 
motorized area.” 

In response to Savoy’s 
application the FS issued an 
Environmental Assessment 
(EA) and a_ Biological

Assessment (BA) in August 
2004 and found that Savoy’s 
proposed project was not 
expected to have a signifi- 
cant impact on the sur- 
rounding area. 

In June 2005, the Anglers 
of the AuSable, Tim Mason, 
the grandson of George 
Mason, and the Mackinac 
Chapter of the Sierra Club 
filed a lawsuit in Federal 
Court seeking to halt the 
proposed drilling operations 
of Savoy, claiming that the 
FS and BLM had violated 
their duties required of them 
under the National Forest 
Management Act and the 
Mineral Leasing Act by 
approving Savoy’s project. 

In December of that year, 
they won a motion for a pre- 
liminary injunction halting 
Savoy’s project until a final 
decision was rendered. 

: Federal»: Magistrate 
Charles: E. Binder: recom- 
mended a full injunction. 

This recommendation 
was reviewed for over two 
years. In 2008, Judge David 
Lawson issued an opinion 
that halted any drilling 
based upon the permit 
issued by the FS. In reach- 
ing his conclusion, Judge 
Lawson found that again 
the FS failed to consider 
alternatives to the drilling 
project. 

In spite of these deci- 
sions, Savoy filed for anoth- 
er drilling permit in spring 
2010. This time, however, 
an Environmental Impact 
Statement (EIS) would be 
conducted before any appli- 
cation would be approved. 
An EIS sets a much higher 
standard for any activity on 
National Forest land. 

The Anglers of the 
AuSable were elated that 
Savoy Energy withdrew its 
application to drill the well 
after a long, lengthy fight. 

“Our journey through the 
legal process started back in 
June of 2003, when environ- 
mental icon Rusty Gates, 
organized a group of volun- 
teer Jawyers to review the 
plans of Savoy. At that ini- 
tial meeting we knew we 
had to take steps to stop the 
incremental encroachment 
of development into this 
beautiful river corridor,” 
said Bruce Pregler, presi- 
dent of the Anglers of the 
AuSable. “Nine and a half 
years later this battle has 
come to an end, This victory 
is a tribute to our organiza- 
tion’s staying power and 
commitment to protecting 


our forests and rivers for 
future generations.” 


Pregler said the organiza- . 


tion would remain steadfast 
to block any other efforts, 
which would impact the 
river ‘nd surrounding area. 

“This battle has been 
won, but rest assured the 
Anglers will remain vigi- 
lant. We will continue to 
monitor actions which may 
negatively impact our 
beloved watershed,” Pregler 
said. 

Pregler acknowledged 
everyone who put in their 
time and resources to pro- 
tect the Mason Tract. 

“Our members’ passion to 
protect and preserve is what 
makes the Anglers such a 
powerful voice in defending 
the environs of the AuSable 
River,” Pregler said. 

Nine years ago, Nancy 
Shiffler,.a long-time ‘Sierra 
Club ‘member and volunteer, 
first noticed that the pro- 
posed well was on national 
forest land designated as old 
growth in 1986, and adja- 
cent to the Mason Tract. 
She alerted the Michigan 
Chapter’s forest policy spe- 
cialist, Marvin Roberson, 
who tracked the project to 
determine if correct proce- 
dures for approval of an 
application to the USFS 
were followed. 

“This is a victory for 
everyone - the environment, 
Michigan and the people 
who enjoy and appreciate 
the beauty of the AuSable 
River,” said Anne Woiwode, 
the director for Michigan 
Chapter of the Sierra Club. 
“It’s also a victory for the 
Sierra Club and Anglers of 
the AuSable which 
remained vigilant about this 
ill-advised proposal and the 
federal approval process all 
these years.” 

Volunteers from the 
Anglers of the AuSable and 
Sierra Club policy special- 
ists sorted through the com- 
plicated federal and state 
approval process for oil and 
gas exploration to bring an 
ultimate victory for the local 
environment. 

“This is a perfect example 
of why the Sierra Club has 
been around for 45 years in 
Michigan and 120 years in 
the nation,” said Roberson. 
“We have a vast network of 
dedicated, vigilant volun- 
teers and knowledgeable 
staff who know what to do 
and have the willingness to 
stay in the fight until it’s

The Grayling Vikings 
trailed the Harbor Springs 
Rams by a touchdown in the 
third period of last Friday’s 
varsity football game, but 
Grayling — the home team — 
scored 21 unanswered 
points after that, improving 
the squad’s season record to 
5-0 with a 35-21 victory in 
the contest. 

The Vikings started the 
game with a 78-yard scoring 
drive. On Ist and 5, follow- 
ing a penalty on Harbor 
Springs, Ty Jensen rushed 
for 22 yards, Kevin Harris 
ran for 14 yards on the next 
play. On Ist and 9, follow- 
ing a penalty on Grayling, 
quarterback Jake Swander 
threw to Scout Tobin for 34 
yards. On Ist and goal, 
Jensen scored on a two-yard 
TD run, Harris kicked the 
extra point. Grayling led 7-0 
with 10:51 left in the first 
period. 

Harbor Springs went for it 
on 4th and 7 and came up 
short. On 4th and 3, the 
Rams forced a turnover on 
downs with a QB sack.
